FERRIE informed that since L^rch, 1S32 he bus 
been employed by Attorney G. VRA7 GILL ia Now Orleans as as 
investigator and law clerk. Ee cald that since the end of 
August, 1963 and up until November 22, 1963 he has been 
working on a case ’involving CARLOS HARCELIO who was charged 
In Federal Court In connection with a fraudulent birth certifi- 
cate . FERRIE stated that the trial of MARCELLO began in 
Federal Court in New Orleans, Louisiana on November 4, 1963 
and ended on November 22, 1S53 and that he was !r.

Af t*r leaving Sears, 
they drove directly to tbs Vint or lard Ice Skating Rink , 2400

FERR1E said he rented skates and skated at tie 
rink for a while looking the situation over and also taking 
into consideration the amount of business at the rink.

Ke said that ho was finally successful in 
contacting Attorney GILL ty telephone and that Attorney GILL 
informed him that HARDY DAVIS, & former bondsman in New 
Orleans, had telepbonically contacted GILL stating that DAVIS 
had been contacted by JACK S. MARTIN who claimed he had tied 
FERRIE in with the killing of President KENNEDY and had 
tipped off the Orleans Parish District Attorney's office, the 
FBI, the SecrGt Service, newspapers tad radio stations.

Ke claim?..! that at the tine he first met 
1IARTIN, MARTIN was working for a wor.aa in the Denar inert of 
Health, Education ar.d Welfare, uae£ CATHERINE t/IA.EESON or 
WILKINSON or some similar naiso. Ee stated tost MARTIN 
was endeavor lag to expose various frauds iu the Diplona. 

Mills and Ecclesiastical Mills and \>r.s particularly interested 
ir. CARL J. STANLEY of Louisville , Kentucky who called himself 
CHRISTOPHER MARIA. He stated that MARTIN was desirous of 
obtaining some of the phony certificates of ordination and

card to gat boohs at the lisvr Orleans Public Library. FERE IE 
said that 1c his per sc ml property located in the Property 
Room at the First District ie his library card which expired . 
Ilttrch 13, 1563 . FERRIE said that he has not made application 
for a new card since the above card expired and that this 
card has been in his possession at all tines, 

FERRJE informed that he has ew^ed a Stinson 1E0 
single engine, blue and white four piss engor monoplane, 
registration cumber 82SSX , since 1548.
